We are in touch with 
all that is best in the soul of 
the universe, and yet it is all 
presented to us in so direct and 
simple a way, it is all expressed 
so finely in terms of deeds, that 
it comes right into the realm of 
our daily life, and there is no 
man, be he learned or ignorant,

We miss the fine understand­

range of hum an life. The trou­ 
ble is that too often we spend 
so much of our time in discuss­ 
ing the problems instead of lay­ 
ing hold upon the simple princi­ 
ple that might solve them and 
applying it in the simple way of 
meeting the task and situation 
nearest at hand in the spirit of 
Jesus, and then going on to ex­ 
tend that action to tak e in larg­ 
er relationships.

IS YOUR GARDEN READY? 
Almost before y ou know it, an­ 
other growing season will be 
here and u nless y ou begin p lan­ 
ning at once y ou may be cau ght 
u np rep ared. You may hav e im­ 
p rov ed* the op p ortu nity offered 
by the first warm day s to clean 
u p and bu rn the afterm ath of 
y estery ear, bu t if not, now is the 
time to do it. One can scarcely 
realize the nu mber of bu gs and 
fu ngu s p ores that lie waiting in 
the garden litter for the new 
crop s. Bu rning the litter now 
will sav e mu ch sp ray ing later. 
This is also the right time to 
rearrange and add to the p er­ 
m anent p lants of the garden. 
Most of the garden p lants are 
annu als, bu t there are a nu mber 
of p erm anent sp ecies that, once 
p lanted, will come u p y ear after 
y ear and almost take care of 
themselv es. All these, of cou rse, 
shou ld be p laced on the borders 
of the garden or along the main 
p aths, bu t care shou ld be taken 
to see th at the taller sp ecimens 
do not shade the v egetables. The 
north border is an ex cellent 
p lace for the tall ones. 
There are a nu mber of old- 
fashioned p lants that will add 
interest to the garden, thou gh 
as additions to ou r bill of-fare 
they hav e nearly gone ou t of 
use. There is mu ch to be said in 
fav or of a bed of these “sweet 
herbs,” as they once were called. 
A few are still with us, tarragon 
for making tarragon v inegar; 
m int as a sau ce for meats, to 
say nothing of its other u ses; 
lav ender which giv es a fresh 
clean smell to linens; 
hoar- 
hou nd for cou ghs; sage for sea­ 
soning and the like. Tansy once 
emp loy ed for seasoning ome­ 
lettes and cakes has lost its 
standing, bu t it still clings to the 
garden in cou ntry p laces. 
A p lant called Sweet Mary or 
Bible-leaf u sed to be common in 
old gardens and v alu ed for its 
fragrant leav es, bu t it is hard to 
find nowaday s; and the same is 
tru e of thy me, rosmary and 
balm, the latter often called 
lemon 
balm. 
Chiv es, 
whose 
small onionike leav es are v alu ed 
for flav oring salads, is still in 
good rep u te with the gardener 
and, indeed, is often p lanted in 


the flower garden for its attrac­ 
tiv e blooms. 
If y ou are fond of asp aragu s, 
a bed of twenty -fiv e p lants will 
p rov ide a su p p ly of this v egeta­ 
ble more tender and p alatable 
than any m arket can afford. 
Once p lanted it will last for­ 
ev er. Half a dozen p lants of 
rhu barb shou ld find a p lace in 
some comer and one shou ld not 
forget a qu ince bu sh. This lat­ 
ter has attractiv e flowers, like 
single roses, and in 
au tu m n 
makes a fine show with its 
golden globes. A single bu sh as 
high as one’s head may p rodu ce 
a hu ndred qu inces. 
A row of cu rrants along the 
garden p ath will p ay for them ­ 
selv es in jelly , sau ces, p ies, and 
wine. A few grap e v ines costing 
a qu arter each, p lanted along 
the back fence, will retu rn a 
larger interest on the inv est­ 
m ent than most other garden 
crop s. It is not necessary to let 
them ramble all ov er the p lace. 
Keep them cu t back and they 
will y ield as mu ch fru it. Black­ 
berries are not for small gar­ 
dens, bu t it is su rp rising what 
a few red rasp berry bu shes will 
do. 
Many other p erennial things 
in the nu rsery m an’s catalog are 
worth try ing—sea-kale, udo, ar­ 
tichoke, horse-radish, angelica, 
old man, and ev en catnip . The 
main thing is to get them lo­ 
cated now.

The m atter of voting 
for repeal or for retention of the am endm ent has 
no business being mixed up in politics now, but 
if the Democratic czar says so, then it will be 
up to the Republican voters to vote against the 
repeal. Your Republican vote is not w anted to 
repeal the am endm ent! 
This question of selecting delegates to the 
state convention is clearly a- moral issue, and 
Republicans who are “dry” cordially invite the 
“dry” Democrats to join them in holding fast to 
the amendment.

HIRER POWER 


OF DICTATOR 


Four-Year Autocrat­ 
ic R u l e G i v e n 
Chief of Nazis 


Berlin, March 23 
( /P) — The 
reichstag, with only the Socialists 
op p osing, late tod ay p assed an 
emp owering act granting Chan­ 
cellor Ad olf Hitler’s d emand for 
fou r y ears of d ictatorial p ower. 
The emp owering measu re was 
p assed , 441 to 94, with no ab­ 
stentions. Then the reichstag 
ad jou rned su bject to the call of 
the chair. 
Debate had been shu t off, ex ­ 
cep t for brief ex p ressions from 
the gov ernment su p p orters ap ­ 
p rov ing p assage of the measu re. 
Bu t Hermann Goering, Sp eak ­ 
er, fired one final blast at the 
Socialists, whom he accu sed of 
sp read ing maliciou s rep orts of 
atrocities. 
"So long as the foreign Socia­ 
list p ap ers p rint lies abou t u s, 
y ou ’ll hav e to su ffer for it,” he 
told them. 
"You 
can go any where 
in 
Germany , and y ou won’t find a 
store or a warehou se that has 
been d emolished . You can go 
to any sy nagogu e or any Jewish 
cemetery and y ou won’t find one 
that has been d esecrated . 
"I’m willing to tak e any for­ 
eign commission throu gh the 
p risons and I ’ll show them that 
nothing has hap p ened to any ­ 
bod y . Germany as nev er been 
more p eacefu l.” 
A few minu tes later the chan­ 
cellor came ou t on a balcony of 
the Kroll op era hou se, tem p or­ 
ary meeting p lace of the reich­ 
stag. A mu ltitu d e in the street 
cheered wild ly . 
Raising an arm, he stilled the 
tu mu lt.
